In  accordance  with  Section  50  (2),  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation 
Act,  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  herewith  submits  a  report  of 
its  proceedings  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1944. 

Changes  in  the  Act 

The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  which  came  into  force  on  the 
30th  March,  1943,  provided  that  employers  should  bear  the  full  cost  (of 
medical  aid  on  and  after  January  1st,  1944.  In  1944  the  medical  aid 
amounted  to  approximately  $454,000.  This  was  provided  for  by  a 
general  increase  in  the  assessment  rates  in  1944. 

Reserve  for  Claims  Pending  and  Unfinalled  Claims 

This  is  a  reserve  to>  taKe  care  of  claims  pending  and  re-opened  claims. 
In  1935  this  Reserve  amounted  tO'  $185,000  and  was  found  to  be  very 
inadequate.  It  has  now  been  built  up  to  $2,600,000  and  is  considered 
adequate  to  meet  future  requirements  on  claims  up  to  December  31st, 
1944. 

Reserve  for  Medical  Aid 

There  is  now  $481,000  in  this  reserve  which  should  be  adequate 
to  meet  the  just  costs  of  medical  aid  in  respect  of  accidents  occurring 
prior  to  January  1st,  1944,  the  date  upon  which  the  change  was  made  in 
the  Act  whereby  employers  in  future  are  required  to  provide  the  cost 
of  medical  aid  to  injured  workmen. 

Reserve  for  Silicosis 

The  Silicosis  Reserve  has  been  built  up  so  that  there  is  now  a 
Reserve  of  $334,000.  All  existing  silicosis  claims  have  been  examined 
in  detail  and  there  is  sufficient  money'  in  the  fund  to  meet  the  future  cost 
of  such  claims.  Provision  will  be  made  each  year  to  cover  all  silicosis 
claims  arising  in  that  year. 

Reserve  for  Pensions 

At  December  31st,  1944,  there  was  in  the  Reserve  for  Pensions 
$7,080,000.  This  reserve  belongs  to  injured  workmen  having  pen¬ 
sionable  disabilities,  and  to  widows  and  dependants  of  fatally  injured 
workmen.  This  Fund  has  been  revalued  on  a  three  (3%)  per  cent 
basis  and  is  now  in  condition  to  meet  in  full  all  pensions  that  have 
been  set  up. 
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Reserve  for  Disasters 

There  is  now  $670,000  in  the  Reserve  for  Disasters,  which  should 
be  sufficient  to  take  care  of  a  disaster  or  disasters  which  might  occur  in 
any  class  of  Industry  anywhere  in  the  Province  at  any  time. 

Accident  Fund 

This  fund,  over  all,  is  in  a  very  satisfactory  position,  but  there  is 
a  deficit  in  Class  (1) — Coal  Mining  Industry — of  roughly  $907,000 
which  is  being  repaid  at  the  rate  of  $110,000  per  year. 

The  satisfactory  position  of  the  Funds,  of  course,  has  been  achieved 
by  the  levying  of  assessments  against  industry.  This  has  been  reflected 
in  the  rates  fixed  and  charged  to  employers  in  the  various  classes  of 
industry  to  which  the  Act  applies. 

Investments 

All  moneys  in  these  funds  are  invested  in  Securities  in  which  a 
Trustee  may,  by  law,  invest  money — seventy-five  per  cent  of  which  are 
in  Dominion  of  Canada  bonds.  This  represents  a  very  strong  and  con¬ 
servative  position. 

Improved  Financial  Position 

During  the  year  1944  the  financial  position  of  the  Board  has  improved 
to  the  extent  of  $1,228,941.55,  as  shown  hereunder:

Linder  estimations  in  the  reserves  for  pensions  and  claims  pending 
as  at  31st  December,  1935,  which  subsequently  came  to  light  to  the 
extent  of  $2,065,684.50,  together  with  increases  of  $625,816.1 7  in  surplus 
reserves,  have  been  provided — thus  improving  the  financial  position  of 
the  Board  TO  THE  EXTENT  OF  $2,691,500.67  SINCE  JANUARY 
1st,  1936. 

Future  Plans 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  an  examination  of  the  financial 
status  of  the  Board  by  an  outstanding  Actuary.  This  is  in  line  with  the 
practice  adopted  by  other  Boards  of  obtaining  the  opinion  of  an  inde¬ 
pendent  Actuary  as  to  the  adequacy,  or  otherwise,  of  the  reserves,  with 
particular  reference  to  the  pension  reserve. 
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Plans  are  being  made  to  increase  the  medical  staff  to  permit  t'he 
residence  of  a  Board  Doctor  in  Calgary  to  handle  the  medical  work  in 
the  southern  part  of  the  Province,  which  will  result  in  closer  supervision 
and  eliminate  much  of  the  travelling  which  has  and  is  being  done  from 
Edmonton. 

The  Physical  Therapy  and  Occupational  treatment  that  is  being 
given  injured  workmen  at  the  Clinic  of  the  Banff  Mineral  Springs  Hospi¬ 
tal  at  Banff,  Alberta,  has  proven  of  excellent  value  in  restoring  and 
helping  injured  workmen  to  regain  their  former  health  and  in  further 
decreasing  the  disabilities  of  other  injured  workmen. 

The  Board  is  making  arrangements  to  have  this  work  furthered  in 
other  parts  of  the  Province,  which  will,  in  addition  to  providing  better 
and  prompt  medical  attention  on  the  spot  for  the  cases  in  that  district, 
save  the  expense  or  transporting  the  injured  workmen  to  Banff.  Banff 
will,  of  course,  be  reserved  for  the  more  serious  cases. 

In  the  past  few  years  the  Board  has  been  successful  in  having  a 
number  of  the  larger  plants  throughout  the  Province  employ  nurses, 
who  through  their  interest  in  accident  prevention,  have  reduced  the 
frequency  and  severity  of  accidents.  For  the  purpose  of  directing  and 
co-ordinating  the  activities  of  the  nurses,  the  Board  is  training  a  regist¬ 
ered  nurse  in  Accident  Prevention  and  related  office  routine. 

An  increase  is  planned  in  the  Accident  Prevention  inspection  staff 
to  permit  an  extension  of  that  very  necessary  service 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  the  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  efficient  services  and  untiring  efforts.

Result  op  Operations 

Operations  for  the  year  under  review  resulted  in  provisional  sur¬ 
pluses  of  $492,101.27  in  respect  of  1944  and  $210,555.61  in  respect  of 
1943  and  prior  years  details  of  which  are  shown  on  Statements  Nos.  2 
and  3,  respectively.  In  arriving  at  the  operating  results  in  respect  of 
Class  13-2  assessment  revenue  applicable  to  the  twelve-month  period 
ending  October  31,  1945  and  all  expenditure  during  the  months  of  No¬ 
vember  and  December,  1944  has  been  deferred  to  the  next  fiscal  period 
and  revenue  of  1943  applicable  to  the  twelve  months  ending  October 
31,  1944  and  all  expenditure  during  November  and  December..  1943 
deferred  as  at  January  1,  1944  has  been  brought  into  account  in  order 
to  show  all  transactions  in  their  respective  periods.  In  addition,  in  order 
to  show  revenues  available  to  meet  current  year’s  costs  a  charge  of 
$1  10,000.00  has  been  made  in  1944  for  amortization  of  the  Class  1  deficit. 
An  offsetting  adjustment  in  respect  of  this  item  has  been  made  through 
the  Accident  Fund  class  account  as  shown  on  Statement  No.  3. 

Assessment  Revenue  shown  on  Statement  No.  2  is  based  on  actual 
pay-rolls  for  1944,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor  ad¬ 
justments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and  pay¬ 
roll  audits  completed. 

Rebates  to  employers  who  entered  into  arrangements,  approved  by 
the  Board,  for  furnishing  medical  aid  to  employees  amounted  to  $74,923.35 
and  were  charged  against  assessment  revenue. 

Medical  aid  collections,  $141,731.17  and  payments  for  medical  ser¬ 
vices,  $124,704.25  in  respect  of  prior  years  have  been  carried  direct  to 
the  Reserve  for  Medical  Aid.  Payments  for  medical  services  in  respect 
of  the  current  year  have  been  charged  to  the  Accident  Fund. 
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Interest  on  Province  of  Alberta  direct  and  guaranteed  debentures 
and  savings  certificates  was  received  during  the  year  at  the  reduced 
rates  tendered  by  the  Province. 


Assets 

Assessments  receivable,  less  reserve. 

Assessments  receivable  have  been  adjusted  to  include  assessments 
based  on  actual  pay-rolls,  so  far  as  they  are  known  to  the  Board.  Minor 
adjustments  may  be  necessary  when  all  information  is  available  and 
pay-roll  audits  completed.  The  reserve  for  uncollectible  assessments 
receivable  amounted  to  $46,778.49  at  December  31,  1944  and  is  considered 
to  be  adequate.  During  the  year  under  review  accounts  totalling  $885.20 
were  written  off  as  uncollectible.  Recoveries  in  respect  of  accounts 
written  off  amounted  to  $841.75. 

Advances  to  employees  secured  by  Dominion 
of  Canada  debentures. 

Advances  secured  by  Dominion  of  Canada  debentures  of  a  par 
value  of  $6,700.00  amounted  to  $5,257.55.

Securities  are  held  in  safekeeping,  under  joint  custody  of  two  offic¬ 
ials  of  the  Board,  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal,  Edmonton,  and  were  exam¬ 
ined  by  my  representative  on  December  7,  1944,  or  verified  by  certificate 
from  the  depository,  and  agreed  with  the  records  of  the  Board.  All 
securities  examined  are  registered  as  to  principal  in  the  name  of  the 
Board  with  the  exception  of  the  City  of  Edmonton,  Edmonton  School 
District  and  rural  school  districts  debentures,-  for  which  no  provision 
for  registration  was  made  by  issuing  authorities. 
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Investment  transactions  during  the  year  were  confined  to  purchase 
of  Dominion:  of  Canada  Victory  Loan  issues  of  a  par  value  of  $3,325,000. 
and  sale  of  Dominion  of  Canada  debentures  of  a  par  value  of  $410,000,00*. 
City  of  Edmonton  debentures  of  a  par  value  of  $38,000.00  were  called 
for  redemption.  Redemptions  on  account  of  sundry  school  districts' 
debentures  totalled  $20,157.58,  and  payments  aggregating  $6,883.99 
were  received  in  respect  of  sundry  school  districts’  debenture  coupons 
past  due. 

Reserve  for  loss  amounts  to  $45,762.08,  and  was  provided  in  respect 
of  sundry  school  districts’  past  due  coupons  and  for  possible  future  losses 
on  realization  of  investments. 

Liabilities  and  Reserves 

Deferred  Income . 

Assessments  levied  in  respect  of  Class  13-2,  being  for  the  twelve¬ 
months  period  ending  October  31,  1945,  have  been  deferred  in  full 
until  the  next  fiscal  year.  Likewise,  all  expenditure  during  November  and 
December,  1944,  regardless  of  year  of  occurrence  of  accident,  has  been 
deferred.  The  net  revenue,  $320,841.41,  is  shown  on  the  attached 
balance  sheet  under  the  above  caption. 

Estimated  merit  rebates. 

Merit  credits  to  be  allowed  in  respect  of  the  year  1944  could  not 
be  determined  prior  to  the  closing  of  the  Board  s  accounts,  but  provision,, 
in  the  amount  of  $226,791.00,  has  been  made  as  an  estimate  of  re¬ 
quirements. 

Reserve  for  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims. 

The  above  reserve  is  an  estimate,  based  on  medical  opinion  and  the 
experience  of  previous  years,  made  by  officials  of  the  Board  of  the 
amount  required  to>  meet  compensation  payments  and  pension  awards 
in  respect  of  all  claims  pending  and  unfinalled  claims  together  with  medi¬ 
cal  services  in  respect  of  accidents  of  the  current  year,  after  excluding 
claims  in  respect  of  self-insurers’  employees. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  date  when  outstanding  claims  may  be 
finalled  cannot  be  determined  and  the  extent  of  disability  is  not  always, 
known,  the  Board  can  only  estimate  future  requirements  at  the  close 
of  a  fiscal  period. 

Reserve  for  Medical  Aid .

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  6. 

The  fund,  which  is  under  Section  44,  Subsection  (8),  The  Work¬ 
men’s  Compensation  Act,  to  be  transferred  to  the  Accident  Fund  after 
December  31,  1943,  provides  a  reserve  for  medical  aid  requirements  in. 
respect  of  accidents  occurring  in  1943  and  prior  years.  No  information 
is  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be  formed  as  to  the  adequacy 
of  the  reserve. 
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Reserve  for  Silicosis. 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  7. 

No  information  was  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be 
formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 


Reserve  for  Pensions. 

A  re-calculation  of  Pension  Reserve  requirements  made  by  officials 
of  the  Board  as  at  December  31,  1943,  based  on  actuarial  tables  at  3 °/o, 
indicated  that  requirements  exceeded  the  amount  provided  by  $1,084,- 
122.00  in  respect  of  awards  which  had  been  made  on  a  5%  basis.  All 
pensions  have  been  placed  on  a  3%  basis,  the  anticipated  interest  earn¬ 
ings  rate  of  the  Board,  and  the  deficiency  provided  for  by  transfer  from 
the  Accident  Fund  and  charge  against  self-insurers. 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  8. 
Interest  earnings  for  the  year  were  sufficient  to  meet  actuarial  require¬ 
ments. 

Reserve  for  Disasters. 

Transactions  were  confined  to  provision  during  the  year  as  shown 
on  Statement  No.  9. 

No  information  was  available  from  which  an  opinion  could  be 
formed  as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  reserve. 

Employees’  Superannuation  Reserve. 

The  above  is  comprised  of  $37,052.30,  representing  deductions 
from  employees’  salaries,  known  as  “voluntary  contributions,”  and 
transferred  from  special  reserve  during  1941,  together  with  an  amount 
of  $12,474.11,  being  interest  at  the  rate  of  3%  from  1932  to  1944  in¬ 
clusive. 

Reserve — Section  33- (1),  ( n ). 

Transactions  during  the  year  are  summarized  on  Statement  No.  10. 

Under  Section  33- ( 1 ) ,  (n)  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act, 
the  Board  is  required  where  a  workman  leaves  no  widow,  to  compute 
an  amount  equal  to  the  average  capitalized  cost  of  pensions  awarded 
during  the  next  preceding  three  years  to  the  dependants  of  fatally  injured 
workmen  leaving  widows  and  also  to  compute  the  capitalized  cost  of 
pensions  awarded  to  the  dependants,  if  any,  of  the  fatally  injured  work¬ 
men.  The  larger  of  the  two  amounts  must  be  charged  against  the 
Accident  Fund  and  the  excess  of  the  amount  so  charged;  over  the  capital¬ 
ized  cost  of  awards  made  must  be  transferred  to  the  above  reserve  to 
provide  for  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  claims  of  workmen  suffering  enhanced 
disabilities  due  to  previous  injuries. 

Reserve — Section  33- (1),  (k). 

The  above  is  comprised  of  pension  payments  suspended  under  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  War  Measures  Act.  Pension  payments  have  been  trans- 
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ferred  to  this  reserve  only  up  to  the  time  that  the  Board  has  been  able 
to  establish  that  the  pensioner  was  still  alive.  Under  authority  of 
Section  33-(l),  (k)  of  The  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act,  this  amount 
has  been  set  aside  in  a  special  reserve  to  provide  widow  dependants 
in  necessitous  circumstances  because  of  illness  of  themselves  or  their 
dependent  child  or  children  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  such  addi¬ 
tional  amount  as  the  Board  may  see  fit  up  to  but  not  exceeding  to  each 
such  widow  fifteen  dollars  a  month  during  the  duration  of  such  illness. 

No  additions  were  made  to  the  reserve  during  the  year.  One  pay¬ 
ment  of  $50.00  was  made  out  of  the  reserve.

The  reserve  for  contingencies  amounted  to  $241,566.42  as  at  De¬ 
cember  31,  1943.  Of  this  amount  $232,378.10  was  transferred  during 
the  period  under  review  to  the  Accident  Fund  in  respect  of  interest 
earnings  for  the  years  1939  to  1943  (inclusive)  and  the  balance  carried 
to  suspense  account. 

Subject  to  the  foregoing  report,  I  certify  that,  in  my  opinion,  the 
attached  balance  sheet  is  properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  show  the  true 
financial  position  of  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board  as  at  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1944,  according  to  information  and  explanations  given  to  me 
and  as  shown  by  the  books  of  the  Board,  and  the  accompanying  State¬ 
ments  of  Revenue  and  Expenditure  correctly  set  forth  the  result  of 
operations  for  the  year  ended  at  that  date.

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MINE  RESCUE  AND  FIRST  AID  DEPARTMENT 

Blairmore 

Considerable  work  was  done  by  men  wearing  the  rescue  apparatus 
at  the  Greenhill  Mine,  Blairmore,  where  the  fire  which  broke  out  on 
October  29,  1943,  was  still  active  at  January  1st,  1944.  As  this  fire 
area  had  to  be  completely  sealed  off,  the  work  of  sealing  had  to  be 
done  mostly  by  men  wearing  the  rescue  apparatus. 

The  work  was  successfully  completed  and  great  credit  is  due 
everyone  of  the  rescue  crews  who  took  part  in  this  very  hazardous 
work,  which  had  to  be  done  in  order  to  thoroughly  control  this  fire. 
The  rescue  apparatus  was  in  continual  use  from  January  1st  to  May 
28th,  1944.  The  management  of  the  Greenhill  Mine  were  very  appre¬ 
ciative  of  the  work  done  by  the  mine  rescue  crews. 

The  mine  rescue  apparatus  in  this  district  is  in  fair  condition,  but 
owing  to  the  hard  and  rough  usage  during  the  operations  at  the  fire, 
it  will  all  have  to  be  thoroughly  repaired  or  replaced  in  the  near  future. 

An  average  of  fifty  men  were  given  a  regular  monthly  training, 
and  eighteen  new  men  were  granted  mine  rescue  certificates.  Ninety- 
eight  first  aid  awards  were  granted  throughout  the  Crow’s  Nest  Pass 
and  first  aid  classes  are  now  being  conducted  at  Coleman.  Blairmore 
and  Bellevue. 

The  local  superintendent  has  trained  two  men  from  the  Army  at 
Suffield  with  the  McCaa  apparatus.  He  has  also  investigated  fifteen 
compensation  cases  for  the  Board. 

Canmore 

It  was  found  necessary  to  do  some  repairs  to  the  rescue  apparatus, 
but  after  repairs  were  completed,  it  is  now  all  in  good  shape  and  was 
used  for  training  purposes  only. 

Fifteen  pupils  received  first  aid  awards  and  five  new  men  were 
granted  mine1  rescue  certificates. 


Drumiieller 

All  mine  rescue  apparatus  at  the  Drumheller  and  East  Coulee 
stations  is  in  good  condition  and  with  the  exception  of  a  fire  at  the 
Newcastle  Mine,  was  used  for  training  purposes  only. 

Nineteen  new  mine  rescue  certificates  were  granted  and  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifteen  first  aid  awards  made.  Mr.  Campbell,  the  local  super¬ 
intendent,  has  throughout  the  year  reported  on  799  accidents  which 
have  occurred  at  the  various  mines  operating  in  the  valley. 

On  December  18th,  1944,  a  call  was  received  that  a  fire  had  staited 
at  the  Newcastle  'Mine  and  that  they  would  require  the  use  of  the 
apparatus  to  get  it  under  control. 

Five  sets  of  apparatus  were  used  for  only  a  short  time,  but  the 
all-service  gas  masks  were  used  continuously  by  the  men  in  helping 
to  control  the  fire  area.  The  management  of  the  Newcastle  Mine 
were  very  appreciative  of  the  work  done  by  the  men  who  engaged  in 
the  controlling  of  the  fire. 
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Lethbridge 

The  rescue  apparatus  at  the  Lethbridge  and  Shaughnessy  rescue 
stations  is  all  in  fairly  good  shape  and  was  used  throughout  the  year 
for  training  purposes  only.  One  hundred  and  seventeen  first  aid  cases, 
have  been  treated  by  the  local  superintendent,  Mr.  R.  Christie.  Two. 
new  mine  rescue  certificates  were  awarded. 

Mr.  R.  Christie  advises  that  owing  to  the  favourable  reports  from 
the  war  front  he  is  finding  less  interest  being  shown  in  first  aid  work. 
Several  lectures  have  been  given  to  first  aid  classes  by  the  local  super¬ 
intendent,  these  classes  being  run  under  the  auspices  of  the  Lethbridge 
local  St.  John  Ambulance  Association. 

Edmonton 

The  apparatus,  was  used  for  training  purposes  only  and  an  average 
of  thirteen  men  were  given  the  regular  monthly  training.  The  rescue 
apparatuses  all  in  very  good  shape. 

On  February  2nd,  1944,  a  tall  was  received  from  the  R.C.M.P. 
at  Rochfort  Bridge  for  use  of  apparatus  to  recover  the  body  of  a  man 
overcome  by  gas  in  a  well.  On  February  3rd,  1944,  the  body  was 
recovered. 

Five  first  aid  awards  were  granted  and  six  new  men  were  success¬ 
ful  in  passing  for  their  mine  rescue  certificates. 


Cadomin 

The  rescue  apparatus  at  the  Cadomin  rescue  station  is  all  in  good 
condition  and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  One  spare  high 
pressure  pump/ was  sent  from  this  station  to  the  Nordegg  rescue  station. 

Sixteen  pupils  were  granted  first  aid  awards  and  two  new  men 
received  their  mine  rescue  certificates.  The  H.  FL  Inhalator  was  re¬ 
quisitioned  by  the  hospital  on  several  occasions  but  was  never  used.. 

At  the  Mountain  Park  rescue  station,  the  apparatus  was  used  for 
training  purposes  only  and  is  all'  in  good  condition.  Twelve  first  aid 
awards  were  made  and  one  new  mine  rescue  certificate  was  granted. 

The  apparatus  at  the  Luscar  rescue  station  is  all  in  good  shape 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  A  total  of  nine  men  took  the 
regular  monthly  training  throughout  the  year. 

The  apparatus  at  the  Mercoal  station  is  all  in  fairly  good  shape 
and  was  used  for  training  purposes  only.  Twelve  awards  were  given 
in  first  aid  and  five  new  men  were  granted  mine  rescue  certificates. 

Nordegg 

The  rescue  equipment  on  this  station  is  all  in  good  condition,  except 
for  the  high  pressure  pump  which  is  practically  of  no  further  use  A 
spare  pump  which  was  on  hand  at  the  Cadomin  station  has  been  shipped 
to  the  Nordegg  station  to  replace  it. 

The  apparatus  was  used  for  training  purposes  only,  an  average  of 
eight  men  taking  the  regular  monthly  training.  Six  new  men  are  being 
trained  at  the  present  time. 
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Calgary 

In  the  city  of  Calgary  first  aid  classes  have  been  organized  by  the 
local  St.  John  Ambulance  Association  and  the  General  Superintendent 
of  rescue  work  has  given  lectures  to  classes  which  were  organized  at 
the  Imperial  Oil  Refinery  and  the  Ammonia  Plant,  Calgary.  Lectures 
on  the  use  of  the  H.  H.  Inhalator  and  gas  masks  have  also  been  given 
to  a  few  of  the  employees  of  the  Imperial  Oil  Refinery,  the  Calgary  Fire 
Department,  the  Ammonia  Plant  and  the  British  American  Oil  Company 
at  Turner  Valley. 

A  total  of  229  accident  cases  have  been  reported  on  by  the  mine 
rescue  personnel  who  have  given  first  aid  treatment  in  all  these  cases. 

The  policy  of  giving  first  aid  lectures  along  with  the  rescue  training 
to  all  of  our  steady  rescue  crews  is  still  being  carried  out. 

The  Board  is  very  appreciative  of  the  time  given  for  instructions 
and  examination  of  first  aid  classes  by  the  medical  profession  and  the 
practical  instructors. 

The  General  Superintendent  of  Mine  Rescue  is  still  carrying  on 
the  policy  of  co-operating  with  the  local  St.  John  Ambulance  Association 
in  all  their  first  aid  work. 


SAFETY  DEPARTMENT 

There  has  been  some  slight  reduction  in  the  number  of  accidents 
reported  in  1944  in  comparison  with  1943.  This  is  the  first  year  since 
1933  that  the  number  of  accidents  reported  was  below  that  of  the 
preceding  year.  Previous  to  the  depression,  the  year  1929  shows 
14,899  accidents,  72  being  fatal.  There  was  an  annual  reduction  in  the 
number  reported  until  1933  when  8,082  workmen  were  injured,  21  being 
fatal.  These  figures  have  increased  annually  until  1943  when  19,700 
workmen  reported  accidents,  75  of  these  being  fatal.  Figures  for  the 
year  1944  as  compared  to  1943  show  a  total  number  of  accidents  reduced 
by  414  and  the  fatals  by  14.  There  is  no  question  but  that  greater 
attention  to  organized  safety  work  on  the  job,  the  use  of  personal  pro¬ 
tective  equipment  by  workmen,  and  the  placing  of  graduate  nurses  in 
charge  of  First  Aid  Work  in  many  industries  are  responsible  for  the 
improvement  in  our  accident  experience. 

The  high  light  of  safety  work  in  the  mines  of  the  Province  was 
the  visit  of  Mr.  Eugene  McAuliffe,  President  of  the  Union  Pacific  Coal 
Company,  Omaha,  Nebraska,  who  addressed  meetings  of  mine  operat¬ 
ors  and  officials  in  Edmonton,  Calgary  and  Drumheller  during  the 
month  of  August.  Mr.  McAuliffe  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most 
outstanding  safety  men  in  the  mining  industry  of  the  United  States, 
mines  under  his  supervision  mining  approximately  as  much  coal  as  all 
underground  mines  in  the  Province  of  Alberta.  He  told  mine  operators 
of  some  of  his  experiences  in  organizing  safety  work  in  coal  mines, 
covering  a  period  of  40  years.  The  mining  industry  was  fortunate  in 
having  a  visit  from  this  outstanding  coal  mine  official.  As  a  result  of 
his  recommendations,  the  Drumheller  Coal  Operators  have  organized  an 
extensive  safety  campaign.  Cash  awards  are  made  monthly  in  each 
mine  by  individual  operators  to  workmen  who  have  no  lost  time  injuries 
during  the  month  and  substantial  cash  prizes  are  awarded  every  six 
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months  by  the  operators’  association  to  workers  employed  for  a  six- 
month  period  without  a  lost  time  accident.  In  addition  essay  competi¬ 
tions  have  been  organized  among  school  children  in  which  $200.00  is 
distributed  by  Drumheller  merchants  in  cash  awards  to  individual  stu¬ 
dents  writing  the  best  essay  dealing  with  mine  safety.  This  is  the  most 
complete  and  extensive  accident  prevention  campaign  organized  by 
any  onei  industry  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  It  will  be  interesting  to 
watch  the  results  during  the  next  few  years. 

Educational  Work. 

We  have  continued  our  educational  work  during  the  year,  contacting 
employers  and  workmen  through  the  use  of  motion  pictures,  posters, 
personal  interviews  and  correspondence.  We  have  also  given  some 
assistance  to  the  Canadian  Vocational  Training,  Department  of  Labour, 
Dominion  Government,  in  organizing  Foremen  Training  classes  in  in¬ 
dustry.  Instructors  employed  in  the  Department  are  rendering  a  very 
valuable  service  to  industry  in  training  foremen  in  accident  prevention 
work.  Employers  who  take  advantage  of  this  foremen  training  scheme 
will  improve  their  accident  experience  very  materially  during  the  next 
few  years. 

We  have  also  assisted  the  Canadian  Film  Board  in  arranging  for 
the  showing  of  pictures  in  industry,  some  of  these  dealing  with  safety, 
while  others  acquaint  workers  on  the  home  front  with  the  very  impor¬ 
tant  part  they  play  in  providing  munitions,  war  supplies  and  food,  for 
our  fighting  forces. 


Personal  Protective  Equipment. 

The  use  of  personal  protective  equipment  such  as  hard  hats,  safety 
shoes  and  eye  protection,  has  materially  increased  during  the  year.  Hard 
hats  are  worn  by  practically  all  mine  workers  in  the  many  mines  of 
the  Province.  They  are  also  being  worn  by  an  increasing  number  of 
workmen  employed  in  lumbering  operations.  The  use  of  safety  foot- 
wear,  while  showing  a  very  substantial  increase  over,  previous  years, 
has  been  restricted  to  some  extent  owing  to  the  inability  of  manufacturers 
to  secure  the  necessary  material  due  to  war  conditions.  The  use  of 
goggles  and  eye  shields,  especially  by  coal  miners,  is  saving  the  eyesight 
of  a  number  of  workers. 

Safety  Committees. 

About  300  safety  committees  composed  of  workmen  employed  in  the 
different  industries  are  supplied  with  literature  monthly.  Where  em¬ 
ployers  take  an  active  interest  in  the  work  of  these  committees  an  im¬ 
proved  accident  experience  is  assured. 

An  Employers’  Safety  Committee,  representing  the  different  grain 
elevator  companies,  has  now  organized  on  a  permanent  basis,  and  litera¬ 
ture  dealing  with  individual  hazards  confronting  those  employed  in  and 
around  grain  elevators  is  now  being  forwarded  to  every  grain  elevator 
in  the  Province. 
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Safety  Trophies. 

The  Ryan  Safety  Trophy,  which  is  awarded  to  the  coal  mine  in 
Alberta  having  the  best  safety  record,  was  won  by  the  Cadomin  Coal 
Company,  covering  their  1944  operations. 

The  safety  trophy,  donated  by  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Board, 
to  the  meat  packing  plant  with  the  best  accident  experience,  was  won 
in  1943  by  Canada  Packers.  Figures  to  date  are  not  available  showing 
the  winner  for  1944. 

Health. 

During  the  year,  inspections  were  made  of  industries  where  there 
was  a  possibility  of  the  health  of  employees  being  affected  due  to  con¬ 
tact  with  dust,  fumes,  or  other  impurities.  Investigations  to  date  have 
shown  the  importance  of  a  very  thorough  check  being  made  of  the 
industrial  operations  carried  on  in  the  Province.  The  Board  appreciates 
receiving  the  co-operation  of  the  Dominion  Government  Department  of 
National  Health  in  providing  the  services  of  an  Industrial  Hygiene 
Engineer  for  this  work. 

Inspection  Work. 

The  Board  also  wants  to  express  its  appreciation  to  the  inspectors 
employed  by  the  different  Departments  of  the  Provincial  Government 
who  have  assisted  in  providing  for  safety  in  the  industries  under  their 
supervision.
